Hedge-Hopping RAF 


Hits Bremen in Day 


LONDON, July 4.—(AP)—The RAF assaulted Bremen 


—Germany’s second port—with a violent nonchalance in | 


broad daylight today, taking up in the morning where 
night-shift bombers had left off, and then smashed during 
the afternoon at occupied France. 

In this daylight attack on Bremen—during which Brit- 
ish bombers were declared to have swept down within 
o0 feet of their targets—factories, freight vards and a rail- 
way junction were officially reported hit and left alit 
with fires and explosions. 

Wreckage caused by the low-flying bombers was thrown 
up higher than the planes themselves, the air ministry 
said. One pilot even flew under a high tension ¢able; an- 
other brought back strands of wires on the tail wheel of 
his plane. 

Military barracks and gun positions on the North sea 
island of Norderney also were declared hit in this assault, 
while the sweep over France, conducted by Bristol Blen- 
heim bombers with powerful fighter escort, was aimed at a 
chemical works and power station near Bethune, 15 miles 
west of Lille. 

During the night not alone Bremen but Essen, site of 
the great Krupp munitions works, and Bremerhaven were 
bombed. 

At Essen, where British pilots had to plunge down 
through a storm of antiaircraft fire, a long train of fires 
was reported set off, a single flying officer saying that he 
alone observed six. | 

In this night attack, the loss of seven British planes 
was acknowledged, while in today’s -Bremen-Norderney 
foray five planes were missing, and four were lost in the 
sweep over France. In this latter raid, however, the de- 
struction of 16 German fighter planes was reported. | 

A group captain of the RAF who was credited with two 
Messerschmitts this afternoon made a crash landing on a 
fighter command airdrome when he returned from France. 
His wrist and thigh were splintered and his plane dam- 
aged by a Messerschmitt cannon shell.

Moscow Has Been Ultra-Secretive About Vast Forti- 
fications, But Picture of System Is 
Patched Together. 


By The Associated Press. 

Few tacts have leaked out about 
Soviet Russia's Stalin which 
the German advance 
ing, and there is no reliable basis 
on which to judge its 
impotency. 

Here is the best 
ture: 

In general it is 
man-made barrier 
the entire old Russian western 
frontier from the Black Sea to 
Gulf of Finland, and it was 
built principally to guard against 
invasion from Germany. 

It combines the _ features 
Franee’s Maginot line, including 
great, fully equipped concrete 
fortresses built underground, with 
the advantages of Germany's west 
‘wall. which is built to greater 
depth. Whether not in can be 
flanked, a>. was the Maginot, 1s a 
matter of speculation. 

It must be remembered that the 
Maginot extension from Montmedy 
to the sea was generally con- 
sidered strong, but proved tragi- 
cally weak. 

The bulk the Stalin system 
was completed in 1933, but the 
Red army’s leaders have added. to 
it and strengthened it continually 
ever since, and are reported to 
have installed the most modern 
machinery available to keep me 
fortifications impregneble as new 
weapors of attack have been de- 
veloped. 

Work Speeded Up. 

Work was speeded up particu- 
larly during the last few weeks 
preceding the’ German invasion 
June 22. 

The line begins at the Black 
Sea and runs east of the Dnestr 
river, boundary between Russia’s 
Ukraine and Bessarabia, which 
she acquired from Rumania last 
year, about 200 miles to Mogilev 
Podolski. 

Here the line turns and 
runs for approximately 250 miles 
to the river Dnepr, going through 
the vicinity of Zhitomir. The for- 
tifications then follow roughly the 
Dnepr northward, going beyond 
for a total of about 350 miles to 
Vitebsk then on farther north and 
slightly eastward for 200 miles to 
Pskov. From Pskov the line runs 
approximately 100 miles along the 
eastern shore of Lake Peipus to 
the Gulf of Finland. 

The Soviet union has been in 
general much more secretive about 
the Stalin line than, for instance, 
the French were about the Magi- 
not line. Details, obviously, are 
military secrets, but the Kremlin 
has not permitted even’ general 
descriptions as much as the French 
did.

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Grand Jury Presentments for 


Honorable John D. Humphries, 
Judge, Superior Court, 
Fulton County, Georgia. 


We, the May-June, 1941, Grand 
Jury herewith respectfully submit 
the following presentments: 


The Fulton County Grand Jury, 
after due investigation regarding 
child delinqueney in Fulton Coun- 
ty and the City of Atlanta, find 
that there is a very serious gap in 
dealing with delinquencies due to 
factors beyond the control of the 
Juvenile Court, on the one hand, 
and the Schools on the other. 
While the crimes are committed 
outside of the school and hence 
beyond the jurisdiction of the 
school, the delinquencies them- 
selves must be cared for by the 
schools unless the Juvenile Court 
‘an provide for them otherwise. 

With the desire to protect the 
regular schools against the pres- 
ence of. boys and girls who might 
constitute a moral menace, and at 
the same time to make available 
to those unfortunate youths the 
service of the public schools in 
their rehabilitation therefore, we 
recommend the following: 

(1) Personnel—at least three 
teachers in addition to the aca- 
demic staff, one of whom shall be 
especially qualified in shops and 
industrial arts: one to be chosen 
for his abilty in recreation, health, 
and physical education, and a 
third to serve co-ordinator in 
finding part time-full time wo!« 
for the boys and in co-ordinating 
this work with the school work. 
Additional services in music and 
other lines should be provided but 
might be taken care of without 
additional teachers. 

(2) Equipment—this will mean 
a minimum set up for a general 
shop for wood, electricity, metal, 
printing and such other equipment 
mav be determined after sur- 
vey of needs by the staff of the 
school. 

(3) Transportation—This should 
include equipment in the form of 
school buses and personnel in the 
form of an. attendance officer 
whose business it would be to pick 
up these boys each morning and 
return them to their homes in the 
afternoon. During the interim he 
shall spend his time investigating 
truancies and absentees. 

It is recommended that the At- 
lanta Board of Education donate 
the building and grounds for this 
purpose and to share instructional 
cost: with county schools in 
proportion to enrollment, and the 
Fulton county sioners. to 
furnish necessar equipment men- 
tioned above, also the of the 
shops teaching in the boys’ school 
and the attendance officer. (Text 
books are furnished by the state.)

c. That pending possible leg- 
islative action, the school depart- 
menis and the juvemile court co- 
operate very closely, particularly 
in Instances where the parents will 
not co-operate voluntarily. 

d. Health Service. Since 
many delinquent 
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instances boys 
and girls are suffering from some 
mental o1 physical handicap it 
recommended that the county 
commissioners appropriate funds 
for the following services avail- 
able to all schools in both the 
Atlanta and Fulton county sys- 
tems: 

1. Such medical services in ad- 
dition to existing medical services 
as may be found necessary, espe- 
cially in the special schoo] 
boys and the special school 
girls. 

2. A psychiatrist. 

3. A psychiatric social 
or workers. 

The psychiatrist and _= social 
workers to supplement that now 
being done by the Family Society. 

e. Special provision for children 
whose mental deficiencies are so 
great as to render them more or 
less irresponsible and to make 
them definite cares upon society. 
This service might be had either 
through some subsidy arrange- 
ment with the state ‘schoo] at 
Gracewood, thereby the county 
would make direct appropriation 
per child according to the cost at 
the state institution. or the countv 
might furnish, equip and staff a 
local institutio for the feeble- 
minded to serve Atlanta and Ful- 
ton county . 

And now we wish to express our 
appreciation for the words of en- 
couragement, the fine co-operation 
and complete understanding of the 
problem as expressed by the vari- 
ous groups we have contacted. 
particularly the Parent-Teacher 
Association, the Mayor of Atlanta, 
Fulton county commissioners. the 
judge of the juvenile court, super- 
intendent. of the county schools. 
superintendents of the Atlanta 
schools, the board of education. 
and to other members of the vari- 
ous school department and civic 
groups. It is gratifying to the 
committee to find that everybody 
is unanimous in acknowledging

BOYS’ REFORMATORY. 
This grand jury, acting under 


the recommendations of the pre-| 


ceding grand jury, investigated 
the advisability of reopening the 
Hapeville reformatory. It was 
found that the state is accepting 
and taking care of all offenders 
from the juvenile court at the 
state institution at Milledgeville. 
This is.as it should be, in view of 
the fact the care of these offend- 


ers is a state function that obvi- | 


ates the necessity for the reforma- 
tory at Hapeville. This is not to 
be construed in any way as a 
recommendation to sell the Hape- 
ville property. 
NEGRO INDUSTRIAL FARM. 
The grand jury, owing to lack 
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of sufficient time, did not make a 


'thorough investigation of the Ne- 


gro industrial farm, but did take 
note of the top-heavy pay roll of 
that institution. 

The commissioners’ attention 
was called to this matter and the 
grand jury was promised that an 
effort would be made to reduce 
this expense. 

OBSCENE LITERATURE. 

During our term many acts of 
sodomy and other forms of per- 
version have been brought to our 
attention. We are impressed with 
the fact that the horrible condi- 
tions which have been exposed is 
most grave and should arouse al! 
of the law enforcement agencies 
to redouble their efforts to stamp 
it out. 

We are of the opinion that the 
importation, possession and circu- 
lation of this vile, filthy and ob- 
scene literature has contributed 
much to the conditions which we 
find to exist. We, therefore, urge 
the fullest co-operation of the 
courts and all law enforcement 
agencies in stamping out this evil. 
Every effort should be put forth 
to find out who possesses and cir- 
culates such literature, and when 
such persons are found. they 
should be arrested and prosecuted. 
It is our opinion that every possi- 
ble safeguard should be thrown 
around our school children to pro- 
tect them against being contami- 
nated by the circulation of this 
vile, filthy and obscené literature, 
and the severest penalty should 
be inflicted upon those who shall 
be found circulating, or attempt- 
ing to circulate, such literature, 
especially among school children. 

We call upon and urge all of 
those in authority to be most dili- 
gent in exposing and bringing to 
justice all persons who _ possess, 
distribute, circulate or attempt to 
circulate such literature, to the 
end that this evil may be entircly 
eradicated from this community. 

PUBLIC WELFARE. 

The Grand Jury has endeavor- 
ed to make a careful and thorough 
investigation of Fulton county 
public welfare work. 

We have had several confer- 
ences with the administrator, Mr. 
T. C. Dickson, and with some of 
his assistants. We have | found 
both Mr. Dickson and his assist- 
ants always courteous and help- 
ful in giving any information 
asked for. We have also con- 


ferred with a number of the coun- 


ty commissioners. county 
and county attorney. 

We believe after 
vestigating the financial demands 
yn this department and the un- 
usual amount of clerical work 
necessary in order to properly in- 
vestigate and to continue to keep 
in touch with the many cases, that 
to substantially reduce their pres- 
ent income would seriously affect 
the charity work being done by 
our county. 

We believe that a tax of 2 mills 
for this work would so seriously 
affect the work as to cause much 
greater suffering among the char- 
ity cases than now exist. 

We found that a tax of 
mills, based on 1941 assessments, 
will bring a revenue for this work 
of slightly less than the revenue 
received from 23-4 mills, based 
on 1940 assessments, the differ- 
ence being slightly over $10,000 
less. 

It is our judgment, approved by 
the administrator and some of our 
county commissioners, that with 
the prospects of the number of 
‘VPA cases being substantially re- 
duced during this year it will to 
a small extent reduce the ex- 
penses of the public welfare work. 

It is, therefore, judgment, 
approved by the administrator 
and our county commis- 
sioners, that a tax 21-2 mills 
based on 1941 assessments, will 
enable the public welfare organ- 
ization to continue the efficient 
work which we beheve it is now 
doing, and we recommend that the 
county commissioners impose a 
tax of 21-2 mills for Fulton coun- 
ty public welfare work. 

It our judgment, confirmed 
by everyone with whom we have 
discussed this problem, that to 
impose a -tax of less than 21-2 
mills will result in a great hard- 
ship and much more suffering by 
those who are receiving help 
from this department. 

It is our further judgment that 
while this 21-2 mills will reason- 
ably provide for the work this 
year, we must recognize that our 
county is growing, and with its 
growth, the cases needing help are 
going to increase, and that we 
should look forward to providing 
a more liberal allowance for this 
work, 

We 
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do not believe the citizens 
and taxpayers of our County 
would approve of cutting down 
our present assistance to our old 
people, our charity cases and our 
underprivileged children, and that 
they will heartily approve sup- 
porting this work from time to 
time to the extent that is actually 
needed. 
PUBLIC WORKS. 

The preceding Grand Jury in 
its presentments recommended a 
further investigation of salaries 
paid by the public works depart- 
ment. We have made a study of 
the payroll of this department and 
are convinced that salaries being 
paid are excessive in comparison 
with fairly comparable jobs in pri- 
vate industry and in other County 
and State Governments. 

In order to obtain definite fig- 
ures for comparison we _ picked 
several jobs, the duties connected 
with which should be fairly stand- 
ard in any County or State Gov- 
ernment. Then we selected sev- 
eral counties in -other states in 


| which the standard of living and 
‘living costs should be fairly com- 


parable with Atlanta and Fulton 
County and we obtained salary 
schedules on these jobs in these 
counties. Information has been 
received from Duval 
(Jacksonville), Florida; Hamilton 


County (Chattanooga), Tennessee; 


Sneiky County (Mempsis). Ten- 
nessee;: Jefferson County 
mingham), Alabama. and David- 
son County (Nashville), Tennes- 
see. 

The average salary paid by tle 
counties reporting to us for con- 
vict wardens is $181.25. Fulton 
county pays $23§.00. The average 
salary paid by the other counties 
reporting for clerk of convict 
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camp is $114.50. 
pays $130.00. The average paid 
by the other counties reporting for 
Convict Guards is $96.25. Fulton 
County pays $125.00. The average 
paid by other counties reporting 
for Foreman Convict Camp is 
$131.50. Fulton County pays 
$155.00. The average paid by the 
other counties reporting for Road 
Machinery operators is $115.20. 
Fulton County pays $135.00. The 
other counties do not employ 
teamsters, evidently using convicts 
in this capacity. Fulton County 
employs a number of teamsters in 
convict camps at $90.00 per month. 
The other counties average one 
guard for every 13 1-3 convicts. 
Fulton County has one guard for 
every 9 8-10 convicts. 

These figures indicate that sal- 
aries paid by the Public Works 
Department of Fulton County are 
11% to 25% higher than should 
be paid. Fulton County salaries 
are higher for each job than in 
any one of the other counties. The 
number of guards employed ind!- 
cates that the number of employes 
is excessive. 

We have had conferences with 
several of our County Commis- 
sioners and are advised that sala- 
ries cannot be reduced. This Grand 
Jury has studied this matter and 
held these conferences with our 
commissioners in a spirit of co- 
operation, with no desire to criti- 
cize or embarrass anyone. Pres- 
ent salary schedules and costs ‘in 
our county are not chargeable 
wholly to our present Commis- 
sioners, because the number of 
employees and salaries have in- 
creased from year to year with 
the growth of our county and re- 
quests for greater service by dif- 
ferent groups and neighborhoods 
in the county. 

An economy program to reduce 
salaries to a level fairly com- 
parable with private industry and 
with other counties can be inau- 
gurated any time three or more 
of our Commissioners’ seriously 
desire it. A positive stand by our 
County Commissioners, the elect- 
ed Administrators of our County, 
all that necessary to make 
sweeping reductions in expenses. 
Our present County Commission- 
ers are not responsible for rais- 
ing salaries to their present high 
level, but they are responsible for 
permitting them to remain at this 
level. We strongly urge them to 
acknowledge this’ responsibility 
and avail themselves of this 
portunity to more efficiently 
serve all the citizens of this 
county. 
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PARDONS. 

In our investigations, as Grand 
Jurors, we have made investiga- 
tion concerning the pardon rack- 
et. We know that the most un- 
deserving people have been par- 
doned and turned back upon so- 
ciety to continue their depreda- 
tions. In the great majority of 
instances there appears to be no 
s<>mblance of justification for the 
pardons granted. Q©ur investiga- 
tion shows that all rules regulat- 
ing the granting of pardons have 
been violated. In many instances 
no petition was filed and the rec- 
ords fail to show who was inter- 
ested in obtaining such pardon, 
but through investigations made 
by the Grand Jury, we find—in 
many instances—that pardon 
brokers, members of the Legisla- 
ture, and ex-members of the Leg- 
islature have procured these par- 
dons without the formality of 
ever filing the scratch of a pen. 

The public knows that the Sec- 
retary of ex-Governor’ Rivers 
stayed at the Capitol very long 
hours Prinding out pardons 

We find that the statements 
made in pardons and conditional 
pardons are’ pure fabrications 1n 
many instances, evidently fabri- 
cated for an alibi or excuse. We 
find that it has been the custom 
to delegate to the executive secre- 
tary the right to grant pardons. 
These pardons, in many instances, 
were granted when the Governor 
was out of the State when he 
heard no evidence, when all the 
rules prescribed by the Governor 
and Prison Commission as to the 
manner in which pardons should 
be applied for, were ignored and 
absolutely violated. In many cases, 
pardons were granted when there 
was no notice and the community, 
or interested persons, had no op- 
portunity to appear, when the 
word of scheming pardon brokers 
was accepted in lieu of evidence. 
The Constitutional provision which 
grants the Governor the right to 
issue pardons. specifically pre- 
scribes that these pardons shall be 
granted, subject to the rules pre- 
scribed. The rules prescribed have 
been violated. In our opinion, the 
Court should promptly determine, 
FIRST: Whether or not any Gov- 

ernor has the right to grant a 

pardon, in violation of the pre- 

scribed rules, 

SECOND: Whether any Governor 
has a right to delegate to an 
executive secretary the right to 
hear evidence, or submit to ear- 
wigging and then, when con- 
vinced by pardon brokers, or 
members of the Legislature, is- 
sues a pardon in violation of 
every rule and, in our opinion, 
as demonstrated by evidence for 
purely political reasons. 

It is our opinion that the pardon 
racket will never stop until it is 
taken out of politics. The public 
should demand that no member of 
the Legislature, ex-member of the 
Legislature, and employee of the 
State should, directly or indirectly, 
be concerned about the granting 
of a pardon. It is our opinion 
that when such a law is passed 
the pardon racket will be broken 
up. It is within the power of the 
Legislature to curb the power of 
the Governor to issue unwarranted 
This power can be

SEVENTH: Forbidding that any-

The pardon racket will never be 
stopped until the people of Geor- 
gia are aroused. Crime is costing 
tift en billion dollars per year. 
This load is too much to carry and 
should be reduced. There is noth- 
ing that will tend to reduce this 
load more than the strict enforce- 
ment of the law, and the elimina- 
tion of the pardon racket which 
turns back upon every commu- 
nity of Georgia hundreds and 
thousands of fixed habitual crim- 
inals to prey upon the public, and 
also imposes upon the law en- 
forcement officers the additional 
and unnecessary job of going out 
and catching the same criminals 
and bringing them back bcfore the 
Court to be tried. It is amazing 
and astounding, and the public 
should know, that we have now 
reached the point that around 50 
per cent of all cases presented to 
the Grand Jury are repeaters, not 
repeaters only once or twice, but 
sometimes the record shows that 
it-takes two full pages of a iinger- 
print record to recite the criminal 
history of such person. It seems 
now that the tax-paying public 
are becoming the persecuted vic- 
tims of the criminal element. It 
is eur opinion that it is time to 
halt the indulgence which has 
been granted to habitual crimi- 
nals who show no inclination to 
reform. 

Of all the 
most- unworthy of clemency are 
racketeers who constantly prey 
upon the public and make their 
living out of a racket, which is 
based upon a violation of the law 
from day to day and yet the rec- 
ords show that these racketeers 
are the favored pets under the 
pardon racket system it has 
been operated in Georgia. 

We find that the pardon racket 
has gone to the extent of issuing 
pardons for the purpose of ped- 
dling them: for a price, and the 
recipient of such pardon was not 
even advised that a pardon was 
applied for until presented the 
pardon for a price. We further 
find that. in this particular in- 
stance no application was filed, 
not a record of any kind can be 
found showing who and why any 
person should be interested in the 
granting of these pardons. 

We recommend that 
Grand Jury in Georgia start an 
immediate investigation to un- 
cover What is behind this pardon 
racket, wno is promoting it and 
the motive. The time has been 
reached, in our opinion, when the 
pardon racket must be destroyed 
and it cannot be destroyed except 
through an aroused public opin- 
ion, and such opinion can _ be 
aroused through the action of the 
various Grand Juries throughout 
the State of Georgia. 

So manv rumors are at large re- 
garding various sources of in- 
come received by ex-Governor 
E. D. Rivers during his term of 
office, in justice to him and the 
public we hereby call upon the 
Internal Revenue Department and 
the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion to check most carefully all 
sources from which ex-Governor 
Rivers received any money dur- 
ing his term as governor. 

JUDGES. 

This grand jury wishes to call 
to the attention of the judges of 
Fulton county the matter of pro- 
bation and suspended ‘sentences,

PRISON FARM. 

We, the grand jury, after dili- 
gent study of the records, careful 
inspection of the physical proper- 
ties and hours of interview with 
officials of the city government, 
as well as the management of the 
prison farm, report as follows: 

We found serious friction exist- 
ing between the management of 
the farm and council's commmit- 
tee on this work. However, de-

The traditional fireworks dilis- 
plays were dampened in some sec- 
tions by rain but in others they 
were set off in all their 
possibly for the last time in years. | 
The demands of the defense pro- | 
gram are such that few, if any, 
may be manufactured in this 
country until the world is again 
at peace. 

Yesterday’s celebration was 
unique in that Britain took notice 
of the day as never before. The 
Stars and Stripes flew from many 
buildings in the embattled isle, 
American patriotic airs were heard 
through loudspeakers, hotels ad- 
vertised such dishes as ‘Philadel- 
phia pepper pot, corned beef hash, 
corn on the cob and_ Boston 
beans” and the London Daily Her- 
ald asserted: 

“The faith proclaimed in Phila- 
delphia in 1776 the faith for 
which we of the British common- 
wealth are fighting today.” 

Addressing the American So- 
ciety in London, U. S. Ambassador 
John G. Winant said the American 
flag ‘“‘symbolizes the universal 
ideal. that lives within our land 
and beyond our frontiers and the 
ideal that reaches out to all hu- 
mankind.” 

In a message radioed from New 
York throughout the world, Wen- 
dell L. Willkie said he was quite 
sure that “before long now the 
great force of the American Navy 
will be brought into play to insure 
the delivery” of supplies to Great 
Britain. 

In France, where normally the 
Fourth of July is celebrated wide- 
ly, there was practically no official 
recognition this year. Although a 
law observed since 1918 is still on 
the books providing that United 
States, British and Belgian flags 
are to be flown on these countries’ 
holidays, the only American flags 
In sight-in Vichy, capital of unoc- 
cupied France, were those at the 
U.S. embassy, on the villa of Am- 
bassador Admiral William D. 
Leahy and on the building of the 
Guaranty Trust Company. 

However, anonymous donors 
presented Leahy with a number of 
bouquets of red, white and blue 
flowers, and at Clermont Ferrand 
a brief ceremony held. at a 
monument to American World 
War dead. 

In Toronto the Stars and Stripes 
and the Union Jack flew side by 
side from the city hall.

It has always been understood, however. that 
the cost of building fences to keep cattle off 
the highway rights-of-way was not the chief 
obstacle in the path. The owners of the live- 
stock don’t want their cows and hogs and steers 
to be denied the free pasture provided by the 
sodded shoulders of the road. 

Many efforts have been made, in the Georgia 
legislature, to do away with the open range, 
which permits these animals to graze along the 
roadsides or to rest upon the smooth coolness 
of concrete or asphalt at night. And the open 
range advocates have always been able to 
defeat any such moves. 

It seems there might be danger, too, of the 
fences along the highways serving not*to keep 
the cattle out, but to fence them in, unless a 
proper law, with sufficiently stiff penalties, 
were passed barring them from the rights-of- 
way. And isn’t it likely the open range folks, 
seeing that free pasture strip on either side of 
each road, would succeed in defeating such a 
plan, before it became law, too. 

If the WPA can secure the co-operation of 
the counties and their people, fenced highways 
will be a blessing that will undoubtedly save 


many lives, in the future. But it is not only 
the cost of erecting the fences that has to be 
met. There are other, human, problems in- 
volved.

It was Wilbur S. Cash, a North Carolinian.

book, “The Mind of the South,” was a patient, 
wise and not a defeatist one. 

It was because the book was honest and yet friendly, 
news of his taking his own life in Mexico. 
write, brought so much. sorrow to many who did not even know 
him. No one will know why he found his life not worth the 
keeping. He was overworked. He had been under a great strain 
of work. No one knows how deep the valleys of the mind become 
at times. 

We all are poorer for his going. The South has enough of those 
who defend it passionately and unthinkingly. It can do with more 
who love it enough to point out its weaknesses and try by patient 
effort to correct them.

Records showed that in 1930, 
income for the plant amounted to 
$85.100, received from 1,052 cus- 
tomers. Five years later, revenue 
was $109,144 from 1,348 custom- 
ers. Based on the half-year fig- 
ures for 1941, the revenue will be 
$259.000 from 2,363 customers.

With the elimination of a five-mill | 
levy, they wiped out the special | 


18-mill tax assessed when the 
power plant bonds were issued. 
Continued profits from the plant, 
optimistic county leaders believe, 
shortly will enable them to begin 
chopping away at the 15-mill tax 
levied for ordinary county pur- 
poses.

He urged a rekindling “not only 
of the fires of patriotism” but of a 
reconsecration to “faith and be- 
lief’ in the power of divinity.
